OF BATTLESHIPS RETU 
ING FROM EUROPE.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.— Post- 
ponement from December 24 to De- 
rember 26 of the review of the At- 
lantic fleet by Secretary Daniels at 
New York Was announced tonight 
at the Navy Derartment, following 
receipt of a message from Admiral 
Mayo, commander of the units of 
the fiset now returning from Euro- 
pean waters.

CHICAGO, Dec. 18.—The govern- 
ment closed its case today in the 
trial of Congressman-elect Victor L.

After Judge Landis overruled a mo- 
tion to take the case from the jury 
and discharge the defen the 
Socialists began their case by call- 
ing Adolph Germer, general secre- 
tary of the national Socialist party, 
one of the defendants, as the first 
witness, 
Germer did not get much further 
than giving his early persona) his- 
tory before court adjourned.

Germer attended the publi 
and parochial schools and then went 
to work in the coal mines. 

In 1912 he was a delegate to the 
world conference of miners held at 
Amsterdam. Germer said he be- 
came a Socialist in 1900 by joining 
the Democratic party, 
which later became the national 
Socialist party. He said he first met 
Berger in 1903.

He was elected general secretary 
of the national Socialist party in 
1916.
